Applicants did not elect a single compound. For example, Applicants elected scaffold IV on page 29 of the specification 
(e.g., see 3/30/04 response, page 3, first fall paragraph, "applicants hereby provisionally and repsectfaUy elects the scaffold structure 
denoted as scaffold IV ... [on] page 29"; see also claim 5 wherein scaffolds I-IV are shown). However, Applicants' species election 
corresponds to scaffold I (e.g., see 3/30/04 Response, page 4, paragraph 2, wherein entry in table 1 on page 40 was elected that 
corresponds to scheme 5 on page 3 1 which represents scaffold I, not scaffold IV). Apphcants are requested to correct and/or clarify. 
The Examiner farther requests that Applicants provide a schematic diagram of both the elected scaffold and the elected species (i.e., 
the single molecule) that is being elected and also indicate the scaffold type that is being elected e.g., scaffold I, II, III or IV. In 
addition. Applicants should re-confirm the claims which read on the elected species. 

The examiner also notes that the appropriate fees must be paid to extend tlie time period for response.
